Sacramento, July 31.—Deer are re- i 
ported as unusually plentiful this year i 
in all sections of California, accord- i 
ing to the fish and game commission. 1 
Back county ranchers report the deer ji 
to be doing well and that the game 
laws are being better respected than i 
ever before. The deer season opens 
in districts 2 and 3 on August 1st and 
closes September 14th. District 2 < 
comprises the counties of Colusa, i 
Glenn, Lake, Marin, Mendocino, Napa, j i 
Solano, Sonoma and Yolo. District 3 ; 
comprises Alameda, Contra Costa, 
Fresno, Kern, Merced, San Benito, 
San Francisco, San Joaquin, San Luis 
Obispo, San Mateo, Santa Clara, Santa ' 
Cruz, Stanislaus (west of San Joa¬ 
quin river) and Monterey. . The sea- 1 
son in district 4, comprising the conn- ' 
ties of Imperial, Los Angeles, Orange, 
Riverside, San Bernardino, San Diego, 
Santa Barbara and Ventura, is open 
only during the month of September, 
in district No. 1, which comprises I 
Alpine, Amador, Butte, Calaveras, Del 
Norte, El Dorado, Fresno (east of San 1 
Joaquin river), Humboldt, Inyo, Kern

The menu for the last 
banquet consisted of lumps of sugar, 
chopped carrots, apples, brown and 
white bread and biscuits. These were 
mixed together in a wooden box and 
placed outside each stable door. 


U. S. LEADER IN 

SILK INDUSTRY 


Though silk and France are almost 
j synonymous to the uninitiated public, 
the United States is the greatest silk 
manufacturing country in the world, 
and practically all the best of the 
standard silks used here are made in 
this country. In a recent address 
1 made to the silk association of 
America by its president, Charles 
' Cheney, it was pointed out that for 
the three years before the war the 
i mills of the United States consumed 
i about the same amount of raw silk 
as France, Germany, Switzerland and 
Italy combined, or twice as much as 
was used by France alone. 

The success of the silk industry at 
the opening of the new year may be 
| described in one word, unprecedented, 
i Though the war has been a factor in 
| bringing about this condition, it has 
not been the only factor. Fashion, an 
unloaded market and a wave of pros¬ 
perity in sight after four years of a 
! sort of dieting along after the partial 
i recovery in 1910, following the panic 
! of 1907-08, were all factors foretelling 
good silk times even had there been 
no war. Of all these, however, fash¬ 
ion is probably the most important, 
for without fashion’s sanction, no 
| matter what the other conditions, 
j silk would go out of business. The 
prosperity of the past year and the 
predicted prosperity for 1916 in the 
silk industry is due to the combina¬ 
tion of fashion and conditions en¬ 
hanced by the war, in that America 
must meet deficits in the import as 
well as supply her own demand. 

This deficit in import, however, is 
not as great as again “the uninitiated” 
suppose. In actual figures the im¬ 
port for eleven months prior to De¬ 
cember 1, 1915, of silk fabrics woven 
in the piece was $8,664,000, as against 
$9,402,000 in 1914 and $8,465,000 in 
1913. This only goes to show how 
quietly the upbuilding of the silk in¬ 
dustry has progressed until it is one 
of the great achievements in Ameri¬ 
can industrial history. There are now 
in the United States some eight or 
nine hundred silk factories, though 
but comparatively few large ones. 

In a recent article Horace Cheney 
points out some of the difficulties 
which had to be overcome during this 
growth. “It is safe to say,” he writes, 
“no industry has had greater diffi¬ 
culties; no raw material is produced 
here; no knowledge of a most in¬ 
tricate art already highly developed 
in foreign countries; no machinery or 
specialty machine builders; a high 
wage scale, as against the lowest- 
paid skilled workers of the world in 
China, Japan and Europe; no de¬ 
signers, and in the beginning little 
knowledge of art or what was 
artistic; no dyers, dyestuffs, colorists, 
in fact nothing at all, not even capital, 
could be interested.” 

Yet one of the features of 1915 was 
that silk sales were made largely on 
new merchandise, and 1915 by some 
manufacturers is claimed to be the 
very best year ever experienced in 
: the industry. The more conservative 
manufacturers are unanimous in ad- 
j mitting it as “one of the best.” Re¬ 
ports from some firms show an 
increase of as high as 60 per cent 
over 1914. 

INDIANS CLAIM 

1,792,000 ACRES 

George Wasson, a descendant of a 
former chief of the Coos Bay Indians, 
and Arthur P. Fenton, former ex¬ 
aminer of inheritance for the Indian 
service, are en route to Washington 
to lay before the president and con¬ 
gress a claim to 1,792,000 acres of 
land embraced in a strip along this 
section of the coast, forty by seventy 


miles in extent and including a num¬ 
ber of flourishing cities and indus¬ 
tries. 

This land the Coos Bay, Lower 
Umpqua and Siuslaw Indians claim 
as their own by original right of pos¬ 
session and by treaty made with 
superintendent of Indian affairs for 
the territory of Oregon, Joel Palmer, 
at Empire, in the year 1855. 

There are a number of Indians 
alive who were present when the 
treaty was signed at a big conclave 
following the Rogue river Indian war 
and disturbances on the Coquille 
river. Those who remember the 
great gatherings of Indians and the 
signing of the treaty were children 
of from eight to fourteen years, and 
their knowledge of the conditions of 
the treaty is only that which was 
talked about by the firesides among 
their elders at that time. 

There were present representing 
the several Indian tribes at Empire 
when the treaty of peace was signed 
and the agreements concluded and 
given into the hands of Superintend¬ 
ent Palmer, Chief Taylor of the 
Lower Coos Bay Tribe; Chief Jim 
Tyee and Chief Jack Rogers of the 
other Coos Bay tribes, Chiefs Supina, 
Joe Scott and Umpqua Dick of the 
Lower Umpqua tribes. 

The oldest Indian now living who 
remembers the agreement and was 
in Empire during the council is Jeff 
Harney, now resident on the Siuslaw 
river. He tells many interesting 
things about the gathering and says 
that Dr. Drew, an Indian agent, was 


also a participant in the meeting. 

Senator Lane and Representative 
Howley of Oregon have already made 
research in the affair and found a 
letter from President Buchanan ad¬ 
dressed to congress when submitting 
the treaty to that tjpdy for ratification 
in 1857, two years after its being 
signed. Senator Lane is reported 
also to have in his possession a true 
copy of the treaty as preserved in 
some history written shortly after the 
Empire gathering. 

It has been established that the 
treaty was never ratified, nor has the 
government’s copy been found as yet, 
but the Indians consider the treaty 
was made in good faith and therefore 
feel the government should keep faith 
with them. 

The exact demands which the rep¬ 
resentatives of the Indians expect to 
make upon the government have not 
been outlined, but it was learned 
they hold themselves entitled to be¬ 
tween $6,000,000 and $10,000,000.

The total membership 
is placed at 386,135, a gain of 141,846 
in seven years. The organization has 
$123,862,842 insurance in force, a 
gain of $46,410,842 in the same 
period.

PACIFIC C. & E. CO. 
PLANSJXTENSIONS 

The Pacific Gas and Electric Com¬ 
pany is about to add 35 feet to the 
height of its famous dam at Lake 
Spaulding, thereby raising the struc¬ 
ture from 225 feet to 260 feet above 
the surface of the South Yuba river 
and increasing by 50 per cent the 
storage capacity of the lake, which is 
now the main reservoir -of the com¬ 
pany’s system in the high Sierras. 

It will be remembered that the Lake 
Spaulding dam was completed to its 
present height of 225 feet in the fall 
of 1913, and with it the new South 
Yuba-Bear river development of “Pa¬ 
cific Service” put in operation. The 
purpose of the dam is not only to in¬ 
crease the company’s water storage in 
the Sierra country but, also, to divert 
the waters of the South Yuba into 
Bear valley in order to connect up 
with the Bear river ditch at Colfax 
and, through that, to add materially 
to the Pacific Gas and Electric Com¬ 
pany’s resources, both for the supply 
of electricity and for irrigating the 
deciduous fruit lands in the Sacra¬ 
mento valley. In connection with the 
Spaulding dam was constructed the 
Drum power plant in the Bear river 
some nine miles below the lake, and 
the initial power installation was over 
33,000 horsepower capacity. The en¬ 
gineers’ survey for the South Yuba- 
Bear river development included a 
string of power houses to utilize the 
fall of water all the way down be¬ 
tween Spaulding and Newcastle, be¬ 
low Auburn. Two of these subsidiary 
power developments, those hereto¬ 
fore known as Nos. 4 and 5, respec¬ 
tively, are now under course of con¬ 
struction, one in Christian valley, 
near Clipper gap, to be called the N. 
W. Halsey power plant, the other in 
Auburn ravine below the city of that 
name, to be called the James H. Wise 
Plant. It is expected that these will 
be completed before winter sets in 
and with their completion another 
33,000 horsepower will be added to 
the electric generating capacity of 
the South Yuba-Bear river develop¬ 
ment. 

And now, witli the purposed in¬ 
crease in tlie height of Lake Spauld¬ 
ing dam, tlie supply of water, and, 
also, electric power, will be guar¬ 
anteed against interruption by the 
increase of water storage in Lake 
Spaulding from 43,600 to 63,900 acre 
feet, or, in- round numbers, 20,600,000 
gallons. 

Tlie contract for this work has been 
awarded to Twoliy Bros, of San Fran¬ 
cisco. Work is to commence as soon 
as tlie flood waters of tlie Sierras have 
subsided sufficiently to leave the crest 
of the dam clear. This will probably 
be in the early part of September. It 
is hoped to finish the work by winter. 

The Pacific Gas and Electric Com¬ 
pany also purposes to spend, approxi¬ 
mately, $250,000 in the construction 
of tunnels and other equipment 
necessary to supply the territory sur¬ 
rounding Newcastle with water for 
irrigation and other purposes. Irri¬ 
gation spells life to the Placer county 
farmer, and what “Pacific Service” 
has done and is doing to assist de¬ 
velopment in that section of the 
Sacramento valley is likely to boom 
values and bring prosperity to all.

MEDICAL EXPERTS DISCUSS 

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


He urged that suitable precautions be 
taken to disinfect the clothing and 
excreta of those who have suffered 
from the disease, and to disinfect also 
even healthy persons who have come 
In contact with infantile paralysis. 
He reported that the incubation 
period after infection Is usually six to 
eight days, but may be from two to 
fourteen. 

Much more experimental work must 
be carried on before a satisfactory 
treatment for the disease will be es¬ 
tablished, said Dr. Whipple. He re¬ 
ported that a serum from human 
patients and also from monkeys to 
which the disease had been given and 
which had then recovered has been 
found of use, but that the supply is 
very limited. Valuable experiments 
are in progress in various parts of 
the country in the hope of developing 
a method of vaccination against the 
disease. At present scrupulous isola¬ 
tion of those infected with infantile 
paralysis and careful disinfection 
methods are the best way of attack¬ 
ing and controlling the disease. 

Dr. Whipple said that infantile 
paralysis is not so highly infectious 
as such diseases as scarlet fever gr 
measles, and that only a relatively 
small percentage of people, these be¬ 
ing particularly the younger, are sus¬ 
ceptible. The mortality varies con¬ 
siderably in various epidemics, but 
rarely exceeds 10 per cent. Isolation 
of all cases he declared the best 
weapon against infantile paralysis. 

The brilliant results of modern 
sanitation and preventive medicine, 
Dr. Whipple declared, have been made 
possible only by research in medicine. 
The vast proportion of valuable re¬ 
sults have been obtained, he stated, 
by hard, sustained work by a great 
number of research workers, fre¬ 
quently dealing with minor problems 
which at the time seemed to have 
small practical value, but which 
eventually are found to contribute 
toward man’s knowledge and control 
of disease. 


Berkeley, August 1.—What science 
has discovered as to the cause and 
prevention of infantile paralysis, 
through ten years of experimentation 
with monkeys and other animals, was 
set forth by Dr. George H. Whipple, 
professor of research medicine in the 
University of California and director 
of the George Williams Hooper 
foundation for medical research, in a 
meeting held at the University of 
California summer session this after¬ 
noon (Tuesday, August 1st) to dis¬ 
cuss standards of medical education 
and medical research, the other 
speakers being Dr. George E. Ebright, 
president of the California state board 
of health, and Chester H. Rowell, 
editor of the Fresno Republican. 

That it has been definitely proved 
by experiments with animals that in¬ 
fantile paralysis is infectious and 
communicable from person to person 
was stated by Director Whipple. Up 
to ten years ago, he said, the disease 
was a complete mystery. Then it was 
found the infection could be trans¬ 
mitted to monkeys.

l)r. Whipple stated that the virus is 
usually present in the secretions early 
in a case of infantile paralysis, and 
that patients are ordinarily not in¬ 
fectious for more than four to six 
weeks, but that in some instances 
they remain infectious for five or six 
months. He pointed out that some¬ 
times persons who are themselves en¬ 
tirely well are “carriers” of the virus. 


“We have at our command two 
methods of studying the subconscious 
—by hypnosis and by analysis of 
dreams,” writes Dr. Arthur D. Dry- 
foos of New York in a paper on “The 
Elements of Psychanalysis” in the 
New York Medical Journal. He goes 
on to give “some idea of ‘such stuff 
as dreams are made of.’ ” 

“The former method is but little 
employed at present, for the reason 
that hypnosis is at best a two-edged 
sword and its results are not lasting. 
I wish, however, to give some idea of 
the nature and the methods of inter¬ 
preting them. 

“The dreams of children are most 
readily understood. They express 
simple wish fulfilment without dis¬ 
tortion. Thus a child may dream 
that it is sitting at table and eating 
all the cake and candy it wants. The 
dreams of adults are of course not 
as simple, nevertheless they also have 
as the kernel the fulfilment of a 
wish. We accomplish in our dreams 
the things we desire in our waking 
state. It is quite evident, therefore, 
that we must look for the cause of a 
dream in some incident of the previ¬ 
ous day which had not been solved to 
our complete satisfaction. 

“No doubt it has happened to all 
that they could trace the origin of a 
dream to some such source. The re¬ 
mainder of the dream was, however, 
unintelligible and was dismissed as 
nonsense. Dreams, as a rule, cannot 
be readily interpreted, for two rea¬ 
sons; in the first place, on account of 
their symbolic character, and sec¬ 
ondly the material is condensed and 
transposed. 

“What is meant by symbolism in 
the best-known symbolic dreams is 
the dream of Joseph recorded in the. 
Bible. 

“The following dream, which I was 
able to interpret for a patient, illus¬ 
trates the symbolic character and the 
wish fulfilment. A young woman 
dreamed that she went with her 
mother to be photographed.
